Unionists Murdered in Platte City,
Missouri, by Rebels—The Town
Held by the Latter, who
Swear no Loyal Man
Shall Live in It.

Luaveswonrra, Beptember 17.—A bloody and
fearul u-ugf-u_}' oceurred at Platte City, Mo,
on Ssturday Iast. The Radical Convention
assembled aL the church in Plutte City on that
day. There were about 100 men, including
visiting delegations. The Convention putin nomi-
nation » fall ticket, and adjourned about 4
o'clock P. M. Just before adjournment the
Rebels hrought & band of music upon Lhe street,
which played “Dixie,” **The Bonniec Blue Flag,”
ete,, and goon gatherea about them a large
crowd ol armed men.

A Union man, Thomas Dunnigan, being very
noisy upon the street, the Bherifl went to him
and was in the act of quieting him, when & con-
stabie named Callahan, of notorions Rebel
record, came up witha posse of men and pointed
out Dunnigan, who stood beside the Sheriff,
saying, '"There he fs—take him," or words to
that effect, Immediately the Rebels, who had
assembled to the nwuber of four hundred, com-
menced tiring upon every Unlon man upon the
sireet, Four were instantly killed and a large
number wounded, The bushwhuckers drove Lthe
Union men out of the town, and four hundred
Rebels now hold possession of it, A Mr, Heath
vigited Platte City 1o get his brother's body, bn
wie not allowed to wke it away, They gave
him a puse to get out of town through taei
pleket lines,

The tirst shot wue fired by & Rebel eonstable
upon a dronken unarmoed Unionist, Members
of the Convention who had left, heariog the
shooting, returned to Platte Oity, and while
riding throngh the streets were tired upon from
the windows of hounses and saloons. Many
horses were shot from under the delegutoes,
Four men were killed and twelve wounded, The
extras canged great exeltement here, Governor
Filetcher has been telegraphed to. e will be
at Weston to-morrow (o attend s mass meeting
there. The Unilonists bave all bean driven to
Weston, The Rebels are all around, and swesy
1o Unionlst shall remain in Platte City.

Another Avcount,

Sr, Louvis, September 17, —The Democral's
(Leavenworih) special savs that after the ad
journmeant of the Platte County Radieal Conven-
tion a. Platte City, Mo., on Snturday, o dranken
Union seldier named Dunnegan made some noise
on the street, and flourished a pistol about,
Shertt Ogden toos his pistol away and told him
to keep quiet, which he did, A short time after-
wards a returned Rebel named Callaban, with a

ss¢ of ten men, demanded the surrender of

unnegan. A scuflle ensued, and pistals were
freely uged, resulting 1 the death of three or
pour, and the weundivg of eight or ten wen,

A number ol delegates who had started home
bearing fiting, returned to town, and were fired
on by Callaban’s party, and had several of their
Morses killed under them, Callashan fired twice
at one delegate, who wasg lying under his
wounded horse, nnd was fired 4% in return and
killed, The larest accounts say thal sevoeral
bondred armod Rebels hold Platte City, nned
have drivep all the Union men out of town, and
swear they shall not return. Great excitement
exists. Governor Fleteher hos been applied to
for force to pat down the mob. All the accounts
agree that Duonnegan was nparmed when OCalla-
han's party attacked him.,

Capture of Braine, tho Pirate of the ‘‘Chesapeake’ —
The Oase before United States Commissioner
Newton.

On Saturday evening last Deputy United States
Marshal Bagley apd Officer Cochen arresied
John C. Braine, the Confederate naval lieute-
nont who seized the steamer Chesapeake on the
bth of December, 1868, while she was on her
passage from New York to Portland, Braloe
was arrested at the Wall House, in Fourth
sireet, E, D, The warrant on whioh be was ar-
restod was issued by Commissioner Charles W,
Newton. The complainant Is James Johnston,
First Engineer of the Chesapeake at the time of
her seizure, Mr, Johnston was wounded during
the capture, and the assistant, Oran Shatfer, was
murdered.

The cuse of Braine will come up before Com-
missioner Newton to-morrow morming at halt
pust 8 o'clock, The nature of this case will be
seen by the following subslapee of the aflidavit
of the assistant engineor of the steamer Ohesa
prake, which Braine and his confederates seized
on the high #eas, and who was shot in the clun
by Braine and his confedirates, and was witness
to the killing of the engineer and the throwing
of his body overboard by Braine,

This affidavit sets forth that on December 5,
1863, the American steamship or vessel Chesa-
peake left the port of New York for Portland
Maine; that the deponent was on board the sai
vessel ns engineer; that on the afrernoon ol
rritl day the prisoner, John C. Braine, ecame on
board with verious persons, his coulederybes,
and they ull réemained on board as passengoers,
uptil about halt-past 1 o'vlock, when said
Brajve and said persons piratically and folo-
nionsly arose and captured sad vessel, and
murdered Oran Shatfor, second snzineer, on his
post of duty, aud ran away with the vessel, all
of which was done on the high seas,

Deponent could not state which of the persons
fired the pistol killing Shaffer, but thut Braine
commanded and nssistod in the nssault, robbing,
and piracy, and that Braine was commander
and leader of the entire party, and that Braine,
ussisted by ome of s conlederates, threw (the
body of Snatter into the sea,

The prisoper, who was present, pppears lo be
an intelbgent und caltivated young man
ahout 27 vears of age, and undey timorous ap
l:rr-iu-hhmnq a4 to the result ol his cnse. He

GENERAL LEE'S APPLICATION FOR PARDON.

Intervesting Corvespondence,
Heavguaprens Apmiss Usipnp Sraves, Wase-
iNaraN, D, C., June 20, 1866.—General R, K.
Lee, Hichmoend, Va —Genersl:—Your commu-
nivation of date the 13th jfostant, stating the
steps you haud taken after reading the President’s
proclamation of the 29th nltimo, with the view
of complying with its provisions when you
lenrned that, with others, yoo wire to be in-
dicted for treason by the grand jury at Norfolk;
that voun had supposed that the officers and
men of the Army of Northern Vieginin were,
by the termsof their surreénder, protectad by
the United States Government from molestation,
80 long as they conformed to s conditions;
that you were ready to meet any charges chat
might be preferred against yvou, and did not
wish to avoid trial but that if you were correct
#s to the protection granted by your parole, and
were not to be proseculed, you desired to avail
yourselfof the President's amunesty and proelama-
tion, and enclosing an application therstor, with
the request that in the event it be acted on, has
been received and forwarded to the Secretary of
War, with the lollowing opinion endorsed
thercon:—

““In my opinion the officers and men paroled
at Appomattox Court House, and since upon tne
same terms given to Lee, cannot be tried for
treason so long as they observe the terms of their
parole, This 18 my understanding, Good faith
ns well as true policy, dictates that we ahouhl
observe the conditiun of that convention. Bad
falth on the part of the Government, or 4 con-
struction of that convention subjecting the
officers to traul for Ctreason, would produce
8 feeling of insecurity in the minds of all
the officers and men, If so disposed, they might
even regard such an infraction of terms by the
Government nsan entire release from all obliga-
tons on their part. I will state further that the
terms granted by me met with the hearty ap-
proval of the President at the time, und of the
country generally, The action of Judge Under-
wood in Norfolk hus already had an injurious
effect, and I would ask that he be ordeéred to
quash all indictments found against paroled
prigoners of war, and to desist from the further
prosecution of them,"

“Respeetfully forwarded through the S8ecre-
tary of War to the President, with the enrnest
recommendation that this application of Gene-
ral R, B, Lee for ampesty and pardon may be
rranted him, The oath of allegiance required
t_\‘ recent order of the Prestdent does not ac-
compuny this, for the resson, I am informed by
General Ord, the order requirmg it had not
resched Richimond when this was forwarded.

The Board appomted by the Seoretary ol W
to prepare rules und regulations for the gutdance
of the Pavmaster-tieneral wn the payment of the
ndditional bounty to saldiers snd sailors, have
minde their tinal report. This Board consisted
of tens, Canby, Buchunnn, and Doster, who
made their first report Augast 17. with special
reference to the payment of bounties to Indian
and negro soldlers, recommending it o be done
under the same 1ules and checks as have been
heretofore exercised in the cases of whites,

Thelr lust report reviews the system of the
Second Anditor's Burean, Treasury Department,
where all bounties and back pay have been
awarded, und recommends to the Secretury of
War the establishment of 1bhe snme system in
the Paymaster-General's office, wher2 discharged
aoldiers ure to receive their andditional bounties,
the widows und heirs of decessed soldiers apply-
ing to the Second Aunditor, E. B. French.

The form of applicution will be the same ns
heretofore used, with the exception that the
number of the certificate lssned in previons
settlement must be given: but where the claim-
ant has not retained the number of the settle-
ment, it will be to apoly to the
Department for it, as it will not be given, If
the nnme of the soldier, regiment, compuny,
and time of desth if deceased) be given, the
Department can make examination and settle-
ment.  The nvmwber called for is only for con-
vendence, The Paymaster-General will make
arrangements to pay ot least 400,000 claims.

The Second Auditor I8 expecting 250,000
applications, He has now filed 13,000 claims
from soldiers' heirs and 52,000 from discharged
soldiers; these Iast will be transterred to the
Paymaster-General, Counting these elaims tiled
in the departments and those held by the State
agencies and claim agency firme, at the lowest
eslenlgtion there are 150,000 elsims tor the addi-
tional bounty now awuiting in Washington the
action of the Department.

More children—boys and
glrl&-—were born to we, tll I numbered eignt,
iy husband's prospects brightened with each
addition to our household, but not sntficlently
g0 that I could afford to trust their education
to expengive schools; and I have lived 1o be
thankiul that such was the case, Gilted with
a uselul education, I was well fitted to lay the
foundation for a more elaborite saperstracture.
Above all things, 1 orst taught my children
obedience. However muoh [ [scked judgment
and experience in managng the aiiments of my
children, bore 1 was ab home. [ had beon
tanght to obey, and [ beenme convineed, from
what 1 saw in other families, that chuldren
could, us they were trained to good or lefl to
run wila, make or mar the happioess of every
home.

Soon atter the birth of the latter 1 could
afiord two scrvants, one in the nursery and one
in the kitchen; buido not for ond moment
imaging that my active exertions were st all
lessened by this upparent help—far from it.
It 1 requesied anything to be done, T had always
to see that it was s0. My littic ones learoed
eurly 10 obey; evena babe of three months,
when | held up my finger. ana put on a grave
look, knew that such was the language of
reproot, though 1 spoke not, I early accous-

omed my iniants to go to strangers, and thus
relieved myselt of w great desl of trouble: not
thit signs of rebellion did not somelimes appear,
bnut | never allowea & ¢hild o become master,
This obedience was not of =pontaneous growth,
but the result of constant though gentie drill-
ing, if it may be so calied, If a l‘ﬁllfl wanted
anything not within its reach, and cried if it
wus not given immedintelv, it certainiy never
then got it nod was made (o understand this,
Consequently, iv soon beeame wise enough to
know crgiug wis useless; This wus great trouble
at first, but 1 had been o traived, and had seen
the rood effects on large family of brothers and
sieters, aud theretore I was tirm—loo much so,
my huosband ofien told me,

At flirst our means were so limited that our
house was necessarily small; vet thers we re-
muined Bl my sixth child was two years old,
Bur, however, small a2 it was, one room |
spared to make & nursery. Convequently, we
had but one sitting-room, and that open to all
vizitors who choge to eall on us. Occasionall
we found this had its inconvenlences, thoug
notuing to what 1t would have been if the chil-
dren had been rambling over the house, from
attic 1o kitchen. The room was only a back
parior, but it opened on to the strip of garden
at the back, From its situation there were ro
*poundings” overhead, and no sliding down
balusters at the risk of broken heads or necks,
The garden was thelr own, and divided into
littie patches, one patch being appropriated to
enuch of the children, excepting baby, to whom
was conceded the right to meddle with each, ae
became the reigning power in the house,

Two things I was specially firm {n—order and
nestness. A place lor everything, and every-
thing in its place,” was conspicuously written
up in the nursery. There was & low cupboard,
with shelves for books, and another for toys, of
which there were plenty of all kinds, T never
thought money badly spent in expensive toys,
I rememberca my own delight in them, and also
in story-books—not sensible ones, I must con-
fess, but “‘Mother Goose's Melodies,” “Jack and
the Bean Stalk,” **The House that Jack Built,”
and others of the smme kind, not resplendent
with plewures in gold and colors, but some
rough woodcuts, that seemed sufficient to con-
vey the meaning of the story, whioh in more
than one instauce led to attempts at copying
thue early developing the imitative faculty. :

In the play hours [ became one
ol themselves, so that their play did not often
become n romp—though this I seldom objected
to, provided it was not too rough, And from
the voungest to the oldest I endeavored (o make
euch Independent of help, What they ssked the
servants to do for them beyond the necessar

routineg of buthing and dressing them, was aukeg
88 u favor, not as u service demanded, Also
each child was made assist the other as much
us possible, and with loying words and kindness.

It was somewhal o difficult matior, with a
large and ineressing family, to zive thom eoo-
pomical yet relishing food, | can at this
moment recollect my horror, when achild, of
bolled rice, boiled mutton, aud mutton broth—
& dislike originuting in the manner of cooking:
for Instance, rice, which was Invariably boiled
10 a paste when it came to table, and there
spurngly mixed with sugar, nutmeg, and butter.
As i child, | observed that my nurse never ate
any of the mixture whieh, with potatoes and
boiled mutton—so hard that one’s teeth could
not get through tt—was lavariably the nursery
dinner three times o week.
